Credit Rules 
On $20,000 


Homes Eased 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
government Friday eased credit 
terms for buyers of single-family 
homes Costing $20,000 or more. 


The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board lowered minimum cash 
down payments which federal 
savings and loan associations 
must require on the higher-price 
homes. 


It also extended the maximum 
repayment period on these home 
loans from 25 to 30 years. 


Under the new _ regulations, 
savings associations may lend up 
to 90 per cent of the first $25,000 
of the price of a home. They 
may lend up to 80 per cent of the 
value over that amount with a 
ceiling on all loans of $26,500. 


The down payment on a $30,000 
house, for example, could now be 
reduced from $8,000 tu $3,500. 


The old rules allowed 90 per 
cent loans up to the first $20,000 
and the maximum loan as $22,000. 


Under the changes, a buyer can 
now borrow up to $22,500 on a 
$25,000 home or $500 more than 
previously allowed.

‘The Soviet Union's reply to the West- 
ern powers’ firm stand on the Berlin issue 


Khrushchev’s former belligerent and 
threatening’ statements. It is a retreat 
from some of the more dangerous areas 
which could cause a war, indicating the 
Soviets do not intend to precipitate such 
a war over Berlin. 


_ There is no mention, for instance, of 
driving the Western powers out of Berlin 
by force or harassment. This threat has 
been the major reason for fear that war 
could occur. Such an attempt, as the 
Kennedy administration has made per- 
fectly clear, could bring a military con- 
flict. 

Khrushchev insists that unless there is 
a negotiated settlement of the entire 
question he will go ahead with a separate 
peace treaty with East Germany. He can- 
not be prevented from such action if 
that is what he is determined to do. The 
danger again is that the East Germans 
then will try to take Berlin by force or 
through blockade of access routes. That 
could mean war, as Khrushchev surely 
mtst know. 

* The Soviet offer to negotiate will be 
actepted. The West has never closed the 
ddpr to talks. But it will not negotiate 
away its rights nor the freedom of two 
m n West Berliners. If any concessions 
are made, they must be mutual. 


. The Soviets’ more reasonable attitude, 
if it proves to be that, can be attributed 
directly to the Kennedy administration’s 
firm stand and the overwhelming back- 
ing of that stand by Congress and the 
American people. At last we have a policy 
that is working and that Khrushchev 
cah understand. Appeasement is not part 
of ‘it.

Many young men prefer to enlist 
in the Air Force, Navy or Ma- 
rines rather than be drafted. 


AWAITING OKAY 
Qualified sources said the army 


Namara’s. approval of its pro- 
posals for manpower increases. 
McNamara, who testified before 
Congress on plans to add 133,000 
to the Army’s previously author- 
ized strength of 875,000, has ap- 
proved Army proposals including 
about half of the planned buildup. 


The well-informed Army-Navy-

NEW YORK (WNS) — What 
can a teen-age girl do to change 
her parents’ unfavorable opin- 
ion of her favorite beau? 


Often when a mother and fa- 
ther disapprove of daughter’s 
boy friend, the fault is as much 
hers as his. For he may be 
“just my Bill” to her, but it’s 
her job, as the in-between pub- 
lic relations girl, to influence 
the family in his favor. 


Perhaps mother’s negative at- 
titude stems from her evasive- 
ness about her questions such 
as “Where did you go last 
night?” Cruising around the 
countryside together on school 
nights, or balking at supplying 
requested information is no way 
to gain confidence. 


On the other hand, parental 
attitudes may be based on facts 


such as his reputation as a ‘‘jet 


pilot” of a hot rod, his moving 
in “too sophisticated’’ circles; 
being known as a “‘teen drink- 
er,” “fast,” a spendthrift.” Or 
Dad may think he is too old. 


But whatever the specified or 
unspecified reasons, if she put 
herself in her parents’ position, 
she stands a better chance of 
focusing on the trouble. 


DO’S AND DON’TS 
Here are some do’s and don’ts 


that can help win a vote of con- 
fidence for Bill: 


1. Don’t resent your parents’ 
“prying.” Realize their inquiries 
are for your best interest. ‘If 
you answer frankly and patient- 
ly, Bill won't have to enter the 
house on an already warmed 
frying pan.) 

2. Don’t let grades suffer be- 
cause you see your beau on 
school nights. Maybe you can 
study together. Otherwise con- 
centrate on getting your home- 
work done earlier. ‘As your 


marks improve so will your 


family’s disposition regarding 
your social life.) 

3. Don’t abuse dating privi- 
leges by going to out-of-bounds 
spots. Tell mother about the 
evening and where you spent 
your time when you sha: (Bill 
will respect you more for want- 
ing to be taken to nice places, 
and mother may begin to re 
gard him with mere favor, too.) 


4. Don’t lose your temper if 
dad or mother make one de- 
rogatory comment about the 
boy.

HIDDEN PERSUASION 


Try the hidden persuasion 
method of turning your fami- 
ly’s negative picture into a 
more positive one, such as: 


1. Do mention the fact that 
the young man is well liked by 
teachers, classmates, friends. 
Don’t use a You’re-all-wrong 
tone though. Just build his as- 
sets calmly by citing his good 
qualities. 


2. Do tell your mother about 
your visit to his home—about 
his family, the general family 
e.tmosphere. 


3. Do arrange for your father 
and your date to sit down for a 
chat together. 


Bill needs good press rela- 
tions if he is to gain your fam- 
ily’s approval. He may also 
need gentle feminine suasion 
(the woman behind the throne) 
to make him conscious of some 
easily corrected objectionable 
traits — untidiness, being too 
argumentative, temperamental, 
raucous. 


If Bill is just another boy to 
you—and the whole upset is 
really a matter of principles 
(the right to chose your own 
friends’ and beaux), then just 
let it go.

At this writing he is aboard 
the S.S. United States headed 
for Paris, and the woman 
answering the doorbell is his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Roman 
Chatov. 

WORK, TOO 

“My brother and his family 
live in Nashville, but spend a 
great deal of time here. When 
they heard that I was going to 
Europe for three months Gene- 
va was gracious enough to offer 
to stay in my place and look 
after things for me. I am very 
grateful,” said the Russian- 
born artist. 

Mr; Chatov is a noted artist 


on both sides of the Atlantic. 
His current trip of three months 
will combine a glamorous so- 
journ in the old country plus 
some work. 


“IT shall go right to Paris 
where I shall spend several 
weeks,” he said. “I have a 
commission to paint Mrs. Maria 
Mattel’s portrait in Rome, so 
I shall go there next. 


“My longest stay will be in 
Spain, where I. will be in Gra- 
nada. It is such a colorful and 
beautiful place and the Moorish 
and Arabic costumes worn by 
the natives will be an Mspira- 
tion for many paintings.” 

Although born in Russia, At- 
lanta claims Mr. Chatov as her 
own. Fate has a strange way of 
shuffling and events 
around and Mr. Chatov’s life is 
no exception. 

When he was 8, he began 
studying piano in Tflis, Russia

with private tutors in his fami- 
ly’s home.

From then on his specialty 
has been in portraiture and mu- 
rals. He came to Atlanta in 
1955. 

With his brother, Roman, also 
a celebrated artist he painted 


the murals in the labby of the 
Atlanta Cabana Motel. — 


But the strongest link in the 
chain which binds him to At- 
lanta, in addition to his wide 
circle of friends, is of all peo- 
ples, Clark Gable and Margaret 
Mitchell. 


It was Mr. Chatov who 
painted the portraits of the au- 
thor of ‘‘Gone With The Wind,” 
and “Rhett Butler’? which were 
presented to the City of Atlanta 
at the recent premiere of the 
movie. The portraits are now 
hanging in the lobby of Loews 
Grand Theater where the movie 
was played for the initial and 
subsequent showings.
